W hen a female lovc.s, her affection is ab­ 
sorbing, devoted, and exclusive : slie “ lives, and moves, 
and has her being” hut in one presence : gaiety loses 
its churnis, fashion’s spell ceases to be talismanic, slie 
has no aim, no hope, no interest, save one— less than 
this sufHces not to her generous, her .self-sacrificing 
spirit.

hi.s neck at the other, to spending those hours in gentle­ 
ness and love beside the cho.sen one of his hetirt. 
It is 
true he tells her vvilli a bland smile and a fond tone, 
that he owes it to the world to mingle sometimes in its 
anmsements ; but w'oiild he admit the pica were the 
case reversed ? 
Surely not. 
He would then drscover 
that this clinging to the world’s ways betokened cold­ 
ness, indifference, and neglect. 
He becomes whimsi­ 
cal and fastidious in his ideas of dres.s, of manner, and 
of sentiment ; and he does so to try how fur liLs whims 
will regulate the bearing of hi.s rni.stress : he sees his 
opinions and tastes rigidly complied with, for all thing.s 
are as air in the balance with a woman when she loves, 
and he necessarily becomes vain of his own power.
